subvert social order. and’ spread 
their deadly, doctrines, especially 
atheism, ‘which 13 attracting an 
ever increasing number of suppor+ 
ters. Atheists, dedtgrap: the Pope, 
are finding good dlieB'in secret 
associations and éécts. 
“The Pontiff will express the 
opinion that mankind does not pray 
to God sufficiently, But turns its at- 
tention exclusively to the improve- 
ment of a matgriaf and mechanical 
civilisation. ‘Men, the Pope will 
declare, think too much of increas- 
ing the speed of life.
